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EKzabeth Bngknd, aged 48 (in alf othci: refpe6& 
an healthy woman) had been afflided with thetym- 
ptoms or the ftone in the hladder for about two 
jearSj for which fhc put herfelf under my care. 

After having prepared her in the ufual teanner,; I 
proceeded to the operation ; but in a method fomc-' 
what different from that generally praftifed, which 
ktik&td merely by a forcible dilaiafion, and confe- 
quent laceration, ot the urethra. For having almoft 
mways obfcrved an incontinence of urine, in oonfe- 
quence olPthis metlHid^ of operating, for this reafon, 
and from the fuccefs which I had fome time ago 
met with, in an extraordinary cafe communicated 
to this Society, I departed from the ufual method 
of operating, and cut the urethra obliquely upwards 
on the rignt fide, to abotft half its length j which 
Jeafily did, by introducing a fmall knife into the 
groove of the ilaff, and found very little force re- 
quifite to die introdtirffen of thfc necei&iy inftru- 
menls Into the bladder, and in the extradion of the 

ftone, &c. 

Upon laying hold of the ftpne, it brotei fo that 
only a part of it, about the fize of a pigeon's egg, 
was extraSed, upon the firft introduaion of the for- 
ceps. Upon introducing the forceps a fecond time, I 
extraded a ragged and irr^lar piece of bone, 
wei^ng i 6 grains, which is nawjfubmitted to your 
ihfpeaion. Before it was ckanfcd, its cavities ap* 
pear'd filled and covered with a nwxturc of hairy 
and ftony particles} from whence I con^dwe, that 
k fHTobaWy was the nucleus oftibcitow?. 

NotKiig remarkable occurred durkg the cure, 

hut that toe patient, ever fine© the fecond day after

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ike operation^ has ; been capable of Ktalning her 
udne» and is now perfe(5lly wfeU.
